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Report From the Board of Selectmen 


This is the first time your Selectmen have made a 
report to residents of Acton on the activities and 
accomplishments of this office. From the minutes 
taken at each and every meeting to the Selectmen we 
deem it necessary to inform you of the work that has 
been done and some yet to finish. 


The best description of Acton ‘73’ is “GROWTH”. 
New homes have sprung up in every direction, with 
one hundred nineteen building permits issued in ‘73’ 
compared to the eighty-three in ‘72’. Growth had 
accelerated to the degree that the townspeople, at a 
special town meeting inAugust, felt that it would be 
wise to place a moratorium on approval of 
developments until Town Meeting Day, March 9, 
1974. This gave the Planning Board time to approve 
and prepare an Acton Zoning Plan for presentation at 
this town meeting. A comprehensive plan had been 
passed prior to the Zoning Plan. The Planning Board 
have worked hard and long and have held two public 
hearings on the plan as it developed. Thanks to the 
Planning Board we can look forward to an orderly 
growth of our town in tune with our environment 
rather than an indescriminate explosion which has 
ruined so many towns to the South of us. 
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Acton ‘73’ marked the first impact of U.S. 
Revenue Sharing Funds on our Town’s economy. We 
used these funds to repair and refurbish the Town 
House and Library, to help purchase a fire truck, and 
to buy our two hopper-sander trucks, plus other 
routine expenditures. These funds also allowed us to 
reduce our tax rate. 


Acton ‘73’ witnessed many other events, among 
which are: 


a. Evelyn Mullins became the first woman to be 
elected to the Board of Selectmen. 

b. Constable Louis Young had a very serious 
accident in the fall but we are pleased to state that he 
is up and about once more. 

c. The Volunteer Fire Dept. — in addition to 
their regular fire fighting, training and maintenance 
activities 88 has created a fine pumper out of a surplus 
Army truck, some steel plates and a lot of sweat and 
ingenuity. 

d. Another polution survey was made in 
Mousam Lake and the results are as follows. “To stop 
polution we will have to fix our septic systems and 
stop poluting”. We have responded to this with an 
article in the warrant, proposing a five year Clean-Up 
Program. 

e. Acton took its first tentative steps in the 
direction of police protection. When the Town 
approved the acceptance of Balch Dam at the Special 
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Town Meeting called in August 1973 it was necessary 
to protect the town with some form of law and order. 
An escalating number of breaking and entering 
incidents throughout the town and particularly on 
isolated camp roads was a deciding factor. This 
venture has been successful for it has reduced 
robberies in the town. This venture has been 
voluntary because we have had no appropriated 
funds for it in ‘73’. Thanks to Frank Gemalli and 
Robert Mullins the townspeople have had 6 months 
experience to use in evaluating its impact on the town 
and to decide at Town Meeting which direction we 
should go.

NOTICE 


Dog licenses were due and payable January Ist. 
Owners of dogs must show that the dog has been 
immunized against rabies within two years, before 


they can be licensed. 


The municipal officers shall within the month of 
April issue a warrant to the constable directing him to 
proceed forthwith and enter complaint and summons 
to court the owner or keeper of any unlicensed dog. 

Before entering such complaint the constable shall 
call on the owner of such dog and demand payment. 
If the owner pays such license fee, he shall pay in add- 


ition thereto the officer’s fee of $3.00. 
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A suitable tag showing the year such license is is- 
sued must be worn securely attached to a leather or 
metal collar which must be worn at all times by the 
dog for which the license was issued, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person to remove such tag or to 
place either collar or tag on any dog not described or 
for which the license was not issued.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 11, 1974 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town: 


This is my third report to you as Superintendent of 
Schools concerning the operation of the school pro- 
gram as required by law. It is my belief that the 
school has operated well during the year with some 
significant improvements enjoyed by the children. 
This relates primarily to two areas. The first is the 
employment of an assistant teacher who has worked 
with a small number of children on a one-to-one basis 
or in small groups. She has concentrated in helping 
these selected children improve their reading skills 
and overcome difficulties they were having in per- 
forming their regular schoolwork. 

The second item relates to the adoption and pur- 
chase of a new series of books and materials in the 
social studies field. The new materials are designed to 
help children understand current-day social and polit- 
ical problems with a background of history, geo- 
graphy, commerce, and culture which is somewhat of 
a departure from the previous materials which tended 
to emphasize historical facts and events. 
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As noted in another report the school enrollment 
increase creates an additional burden in the teaching 
load carried by each of the four classroom teachers. 
With double grades in each room, scheduling of each 
subject for both grades as often as required becomes a 
difficult if each child is to have an opportunity to ex- 
press himself and explore fully each curriculum area. 
It is hoped that the planning committee request at the 
annual town meeting will be acted upon favorably by 
the voters. 

I wish to thank the School Committee, the Munici- 
pal Officers, the staff of the school, and the parents 
and citizens with whom I have worked this past year 
for the cooperation and support they have given the 
school and its program.

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_ REPORT OF STUDY OF 
FUTURE SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION 


The Town voted at last year’s annual meeting to 
seek a study and report of the need for additional 
school space. In December an evening was spent with 
the Selectmen, Members of the Planning Board, and 
interested citizens in a review of enrollments, of the 
program needs of the school, and of the provisions re- 
lating to school construction contained in the State’s 
new finance law. 

This report to the Town discharges the responsi- 
bility placed on the School Committee and indicates 
the general direction in which the town’s school chil- 
dren can best be served. As reproduced elsewhere in 
this booklet, it should be noted that the school’s 
enrollment has shown a steady, though not spectacu- 
lar, increase during the past few years. With two 
grades per room and with some rooms with nearly 30 
pupils in them, additional pupils will severely tax the 
ability of teachers to meet the needs of all students. 

With the enrollment increase in mind the group 
then discussed the possibility of expanding the 
program offering. Mentioned for future consideration 
were such spaces in addition to classrooms as an 
all-purpose room with a stage, special area rooms for 
the departmentalized upper grades program, a room 
for a kindergarten program, a room for a school 
library, space for special education, and such auxilary 
spaces as a health room, and an expanded kitchen 
area. 
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Under the new school finance law to become effec- 
tive on July 1, 1974, the State will, in effect, reim- 
burse the Town for the total cost of new school 
construction. This means that if a project is approved 
by the State and voted by the Town, interest and 
principal payments will be included in the allocation 
for education over and above the per pupil allocation. 

The Committee decided at the close of the meeting 
to seek approval from the Town to appoint a 
planning committee to develop a proposal for a 
school addition. An article has been entered in the 
warrant for the 1974 Town Meeting.

Hearing tests on all the children in school were 
done, a few needing further attention. 

With the help of Dr. David Bartlett, Mrs. Carol 
Benvie, R.N. completed the eye tests at the school. 
Many of the children were referred to their own 
optometrists for further re-check. 

Physicals and immunizations were completed in 
October. We were pleased with the many pre-school- 
ers who attended the immunization clinic. 

At the diabetic clinic in November we did 138 tests. 
All very happily had negative results. 

A dental cleaning and floride treatment was done 
by Dr. Robert Lincourt on 19 children in December. 
Grades 1 and 5 had almost 100 per cent participation. 

The glaucoma clinic that was held in the spring 
with Dr. Bartlett giving the test resulted in only 25 
people taking part. Sorry more people in town didn’t 
take advantage of this free test. 

Again a big thank-you to Mrs. Carol Benvie, R.N. 
and the many people who have volunteered to help 
on these clinics.

The Acton Public Library has had a good year. In 
these days when we read of so many libraries report- 
ing a drop in their circulations, we can report an 
increase in ours, and high interest among our users. 

We have many fine books on our shelves and can 
offer much to anyone wishing to use our facilities. We 
have had many excellent books donated by interested 
persons. We had an unusually excellent selection of 
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books to choose from when we purchased the new 
books. Ninety books were purchased, including 
fiction, non-fiction and children’s books. We have 
also subscribed to National Geographic Magazine. 

We are on our fourth year of the Bookmobile 
service. This has been so much appreciated by our 
library users. The Bookmobile visits us every three 
months at no charge. 

During the summer our building was painted on the 
outside and the roof was repaired. Plans have been 
made for painting the interior, changes in the lighting 
and several other minor items. Money was voted for 
this last year from the Revenue Sharing Funds. 

In November we hope to observe Children’s Book

This 
provides for extra reading and especially book 
reports. 
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I feel mention should be made of a young man, Eric 
Cook of Durham, N. H., a Junior- High Student and 
one of our summer residents at Wilson Pond. Eric is 
an avid reader and interested in library work. He 
volunteered to help at the library and for the past two 
summers has been there each week. He was very 
efficient, competent, polite and friendly and well 
liked by all. He was of great assistance to me. 

In closing, let me urge you all to use your library. I 
believe you will be well rewarded.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


First, I would like to thank each and everyone 
who has helped the department in any way this past 
year. Many things were accomplished in building up 
the department. Eight coats, eight pair of boots, ten 
pair waterproof gloves and more helmets were pur- 
chased. Two Scott air pack breathing apparatus were 
purchased from the firemens fund with the help of a 
gift from a ladies group on the south end of town. A 
course was given on this apparatus and 11 members 
are certified to use them. Also Robin Ham took the 
course and has a certificate although he is not old 
enough to belong to the department. Two more 
plectrons are expected to be delivered in the very near 
future making a total of 9. A radio has been pur- 
chased and installed in the No. 2 truck. Also a 1000 
gallon tank was purchased for $150 and has replaced 
a 500 gallon tank on No. 2. 

A Ten wheel truck was secured from _ the 
government through the Civil Defense, thanks to Mr. 
Steve Reando. The cost of this was $4.15 for tolls and 
15 gallons of gas for the truck going after it, and the 
time of David Gerrish, Paul Gerrish and Francis 
Gemelli. A 60 watt radio has been purchased and 
installed. A 1000 gallon tank has been welded by Mr. 
Gemelli and has been placed on the truck along with a 
Ford motor and a 500 gallon pump ‘and should be 
ready to go by March 1, although it may not be 
totally finished and painted. 

_ We were very fortunate in the loss of property this 
year. We lost Mr. Braggs barn, a total loss. Very 
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slight damage to a camp on Loon Pond, about $400 
damage to the Reddinger camp at Great East and light 
damage to the Blanchard camp at Great East. We had 
several very close calls arriving on the scene just in 
the nick of time. Some 40 calls were answered all to- 
gether for one thing or another. 

You will be hearing much about a central dispatch 
center in the near future. A corporation has been 
formed with Chief Richard Goodwin of Shapleigh as 
President. This will mean one fire number for several 
towns, mutual aid for those towns in the corperation, 
with all calls on tape. It is hoped to have this in 
operation by early 1975 or July 1975 at the latest. 

With the heavy equipment we now have it was felt 
by the firemen that another coat of tar should be 
applied to the yard in 1974. 


Please secure permits before burning unless there is 


snow on the ground where you are burning. These 
should be secured in person on the day of the 
burning. Telephone 324-6977 or 636-1366 after April 
20: 

Please be careful with those wood stoves and do 
not put funnels out through the wall without pro- 
tection.

DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $652.80 was lapsed 
to surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts:

Net Unexpended Balance $652.80 


Supplemental taxes and unexpended balances in the 
cutting bushes and interest account less tax 
abatements and an overdraft in the equipment 
account were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed.

ASSETS....The general cash balance was

reconciling the cash balance was confirmed by the 
depository. The sum of $14,993.00, in the Springvale 
National Bank, Springvale, Maine, represents Federal 
Revenue Sharing funds received in the current year. 
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Taxes receivable of $7,439.03 represented current 
year accounts of $7,430.03 and the remaining balance 
of $9.00 was for accounts dating from 1970. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$359.04 and $118.71 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... .Unex- 
pended departmental account balances of $17,132.94 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with voter authority and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $10,808.56, 
an increase of $188.34 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended 
departmental balances lapsed less tax abatements of 
prior years.

This article is presented to the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers without intent to cause hardship' or 
discrimination on any person or persons, but it is in- 
tended as a general guide or basis for acceptance or 
refusal of any request for summer or winter work on 
sub-standard camp roads - certainly no one should 
expect the town to build roads to private camps. 
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Many of our roads have become improved Indian 
Paths and certainly quite inadequate but the state 
Highway Department has spent considerable money 
and effort rectifying these saluations and are 
continuing to do so, but the towns have been em- 
pounding their problems, through lack of knowledge, 
and lack of planning by allowing to be built or 
building themselves roads that are inadequate to 
carry the traffic of today, to say nothing of 
tomorrow. 


(1) Standards for Town Roads. 
Not much can be done about the conditions of 
the present Town Roads but in the future, 
All roads under consideration as a Town Road 
shall meet the following criteria: 


(a) Easement width 50 ft. 
(b) Surface width 24 ft. 
(c) Tar Top 20 ft. 


(d) The way shall be fully described with 
bounds and measurements. 

(e) With not less than 2 inches of suitable bank 
run gravel by State Highway specifica- 
tions. : 


(2) Standard for Camp Roads - where requests 
have been made for winter work, 
(a) Roads shall comply with the above standards 
for Town Roads. 
(1) If road base meets the required specifica- 
tions, the Town could be petitioned to help 
on tarring on a 50/50 basis. 
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(2) After road has met all specifications an ar- 
tical could be inserted in the Annual Town 
Meeting Warrant to have the road 
accepted by the Town, as a Town Road. 


(3) Unaccepted Roads that are now being plowed 
and are not up to Town Road Standards, 
(a) The plowing of these roads shall be 
continued but: 

(1) A concerted effort, by those affected, 
should be started to bring these roads to 
acceptable standards, by, 

(a) Getting 30 ft. easements. 

(b) Removing such trees, stumps and other 

obstructions that affect the Plowing 
Equipment. 

(c) Building base of road so that it is fit for 
Tarring. 

(d) If after two years, a reasonable attempt 
has been made to do the above but it is 
not completed then the Town could be 
petitioned to extend the plowing until 
such time as road can be finished. 

(e) When, except for Tarring, the road has 
been brought up to the above standards 
a petition could be presented to the 
Annual Town Meeting asking for help 
on Tarring on a 50/50 basis. 

(f) When road meets all the standards an 
article could be inserted in the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant to have the 
road acceptedby the Town as a Town 
Road. 
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(4) General 

(a) The amount of work to be done on Camp 
Roads to be at the discretion of the Road Commis- 
sioners and/or Municipal Officers. 

(b) All dead end roads shall have a turn-around 
of 50 ft. radius adequate for snow plowing equip- 
ment. 

(c) There shall be no parking at turn-arounds. 

(d) Any new requests for snow plowing will not 
be considered unless roads meet Town Road Stand- 
ards. 


(5) This Article shall supercede all previous arti- 
cles in the past years relative to these matters.

1. Each owner will determine the type and size of his 
septic system either by affidavits from the installers or 
if necessary, doing it the hard way by spot digging 
holes, tracing sewage and soilpipes, leaching fields, 
etc. 


2. The information obtained will be referred to the 
plumbing inspector within the first year of this 
program. 


3. The plumbing inspector will review this 
information; making on-site inspections when he 
deems necessary, and determine whether or not each 
system complies with State Standards. 
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4. When a sewage system is found below par, the 
owners, with the advice and guidance of the 
plumbing inspector, will determine the most practical 
and economical way to bring each system up to 
standards as soon as possible but no later than Labor 
Day 1979. Any system found to present a particularly 
dangerous and hazardous threat to the health of the 
Community will have to take immediate corrective 
action. 


5. The plumbing inspector is authorized to exercise 
discretion in those instances where lot size and soil 
types make strict compliance impossible, bearing in 
mind that pollution must be minimized. 


This article is submitted in response to the recommen- 
dations contained in each of the several testing pro- 
grams recently conducted on Acton lakes. Each of 
these surveys has concluded that inadequate sewage 
disposal into the ground water feeding into the lakes 
makes a major contribution to pollution. 


Finance Committee recommends dispensing of this 
article.
